A SCHEME TO SELL OUT TROOPS. 

A few days iigoa Spaniard arrived in Manila 
with a special inission. ty General Otis, which 
at the time, owing lo the secrecy maintained in 
the matter, could not be learned, but now the 
story has leaked out. ‘ pes 

At ta Rosa isa-Filipino regiment, with 
some: modern cannon, Among the officers were 
ten Spaniards. ‘ 

They concocted a scheme’ to sell out the 
troops, cannon and forts, tothe Americans, but 
) disuster overtook tham, as seven are reportcél 
to be dead and only three of their number have 
reached Maniti.* : 

Their plan was this: Qne of them wis 
provided with written propositions, by which 
Lagreed to abide, and an excuse was Invented 
for the Spaniard to enter the American lines, 
and the delegate, accompanied by three Filipino 
soldiers, proceeded to Calamba. Hére the 
nitive escort was left to await his returm on the 
following day, and the SpaniardenteredCalamba 
and from there went. to Pasig, After a wait 
fiere he was escorted to Gen. Otis, before. whom 
he laid his proposition. : 
| ‘These Spaniards held various ranks in the 
Filipino army ; one was a major, and another 
ja captiin, -One was .an.c 
from, Bilibicl since last February, ' where 
he was confined on a charge for some offence 
by the American authorities. 

The terms’ of the | proposition were to 
deliver to the Americans some 15 pieces 0 
artillery including « Nordenfeldt rapid tire 
and other imodern guns, and te surrender 
the regiment in the vicinity of Santa Rosa 
after a mock fight the details of which, were to 
bearringed by the delegate. ' 

In return‘ for this, a free pardon was asked 
for all for carrying arms against the United 
Suites, a sum of money was to be given each 
nan, und a free pa atin. 

But the three waiting Filipinos at Calamba, 
finding that their man had failed’ to return as 

tranged, suspected something and returned to 
Santa Rosa, where they reported their suspicions, 
which Jed to‘the discovery of the plot and the 
rebels succeeded in doing away with seven of 
the Spainards, but two manayed to escape.

CHARGED WITH DEFRAUDING THE 
CUSTOMS- HOUSE, 

FINED FIVER VHOUSAND DOLLARS GOLD, 
The trial of Felix UMman, jeweller, charged 
with defrauding the Custom House by making 
a false declaration, was before the Superior 

Provost Court on the 7th inst. 

Attorney Bradley, prosecuted for the Collector 
of Customs and Mr, John G. Hvoslef and 
Mr. R. E, Manley defended Ullman,
